SENTENCED. 
Guiteau to be Hanged en the 30th 
of June. 
Judge Cox Sentences the Assassin— 
Preceedings in Court—Guiteau 
Boisterous. 


WASHINGTON February 4.—Judge Cox has 
sentenced Guiteau to be hanged June 30, be- 
tween the hours of 12m. and 2 p.,m. at 
Washington jail. 


The Prisoner Boisterous. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Februarv 4.—Ex- 
pectation is general that to-day will bring to 
a close the spectacle Guiteau in court. {t is 
a fo egone conc!usion that Cox will overrule 
the motion for a new triai. At 10:30 the judge 
rendered his decision declining to grant the 


new trial, and thereupon sentenced the 
prisoner to be hanged on the 30th 
day of June between the hours 
of 12 and 2. The prisoner remained 


quiet until the sentence was announced, when 
he became boisterous and denounced the 
Judge and jury in hard language, The sen- 
tence, of course, meets with the approval of 
ail present. The prisoner was hurried out of 

jail court room into the van, to be carried to 
ail, 


An Affecting Scene. 
Special to the Post Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Fevruary 4.—Guiteau has 
been driven back to the jail through a biind- 
ing snow storm, a convicted, condemned and 
sentenced felon. The closing scenes in this 
extraordinary trial were in keeping with the 
proceedings which have led up to the 
final result. Guiteau was frantic, and cursed 
judge, jury, prosecution and all concerned in 
his condemnation. His noise, however, 
could not shield him from the talons of thc 
law. The sentence of death was pronounced 
in due form ard 

WITH IMPRESSIVE GRAVITY, 
and the prisuner Was led away inirons., The 
officers of the court feel greatly relieved at 
this termination of their labors. The ce- 
fense have till March to meke their appeal 
and it will probably be heard in three or four 
weeks. No one dreams thatthe motion will 
be granted. Had July the 2d not fallen on 
Sunday, the anniversary of the tragedy might 


have been settied upon as the day 
of execution. As it is, June 
30 was selected. This date is so far 


removed that in caseof an adverse decision 
by the court in canc on the appeal of the de- 
fense the day nerd not be changed. In 
the meantime Guitesa will be closely guarded 
and be kept as far as possibie from 
making commubications with the public. He 
will be treated in every respect as acon- 
demned felon. 

After Guiteau was taken back 
to the jail an sff-eting seene occurred in ihe 
.flice of the Deputy Marebal bere. John 


Gul leau met the jury and = gave 
guve them & farewell. He shook 
bands with all in a cordial manner 


and expressed bis feeling. Foreman Hanly 
as heparted, said with manly feeling: Mr. 
Gnhiteanu, whenever you come to 
Washington, I hope you will cali 
on me, I want you tofveltoward measto a 
brother.

WASHINGTUN, February 4.—As soon as 
Judge Cox entered the court-room and the 
court was formallv opened, the prisoner took 
bis place in the dock, and did not 
repeat the request of yes‘erday,to be al- 
lowed to sit at the counsels’ table.

Not the least interesting chapter of the 
PosT-DISPATCH investigation of insurance 
estate management after disolution was that 
published a few days since on the Columbia.

He Raves About a Tragedy He Has 
Written.

A Searching Examination Into 


His Insanity. 
_ ll SC 
Convincing Fvidence That His Reason 


is Really Dethroned. 


The news of Wekefield’s insanity had 
hardly reached St. Lours when it was felt in 
the PosT-DISPATCH office that a matter of 
such interest to the people of St. Louis 
should not be left to the tender mercies of 
the average country correspondent, and ac- 
cordingly about 9 o’clock on Thursday even- 
ing amember of the PostT-DISPATCH staff 


boaraed the train to the Capitol to examine 
and report Waktriield’s real condition. Con- 
flicting statements as to his insanity have al- 
ready been received in St. Louis, but the fol- 
lowing report received from our special rep- 
resentative settles definitely the point 
at issue. Wakefield is certainly insane, 
although there are indications that the at- 
tack may be only a temporary one, 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, February 4.—Wake- 
field’s finesse was so well known in St. Louis 
and his rusesin times past have been 80 
numerous and so intelligent,that your cor- 
respondent arrived at the prison  con- 
vinced that this was but one 
more of Wakefield’s little games plavod 
in the hope of pardon and release. lt was 
with some difficulty that I succeeded in gain- 
ing the facts in the case, and in full view of 
these facts itis altogether beyond question 
that Wakefield is reully insane. His insanity 
may not be permanent. It may pass o 
almost as suddenly as it came, 
on, andthe chances are in favor of this pos- 
sibility,the doctors think; but at this present 
writing he is certainly the victim of an ag- 
gravated attack of nervous prostration, in- 
volving violent mania. In other wurds, to be 
less scientific and more plain, he has lost his 


reasoning faculties, and has to 
be closely watched to revent 
bim from doing himse!l or 


He has broken the 
furniture in his room, bay smasbed the glass 
in the hospital window#swith bis fists,gutting 
himself badly. and wfenever he finds himself 
fora moment unghserved he breaks some 
other article ofefsurniture in the room. Up

not taken .&@ suicidal turn, but is morea 
| senseless frenzy directed against the nearest 
|article at hand. Warden Willis declined to 
permit me tointerview him, and, indeed, the 


poor fellow was in no condition to be inter- 


viewed. Those who kvuow him in St. Louis 
would hardly recognize him now. 
His bair has turned gray almost to 
whiteness and his beard as well. He looks 


very oldand very weak, his cheeks have 
sunk in, bis eyes are wrinkled and dim, 
although they assume at times a feverish 
brilliancy. He lay in bis cotturningto and 
fro occasionally aod talkivg all the time. 
When his wife and son came to see him yes- 
terdav, he covered them with the wildest 
reproaches, for atime abusing them shame- 
fully, and almost in the same breath he 
would apologize for his language ana p'ead 
with them not. toleave him, Deputy War- 
den Bradbury seems to be the only person 


who can control him without the 
use of physical force. While i was 
in the prison he had another 


violent attack. He began to sway back and 
forward on his bed and complain of his bead- 
ache. Finally he gotup and came over to 
Mr. Bradbury and said, ‘‘I’ve got the biggest 
thing you ever heard of.” 

**What is it?’’ 

“I’ve been at it for years now, been at 
work on it for years—I ain’t going 
to let them know I did it though. But l’m 
going to be the principal one in it.”? 

**‘What are vou talking about.’? 

‘*]t’s a play I’ve wri'ten; its a tragedy—I 
ain’t cota name for it yet, but I’m going to 


play the leading role in it. Its going to be the 
sensation of the year in Europe as 
well as this country. They won’t 


Gov. Charlies P. Jobnson, invelzbing aguinst 
bim witb all the bitierness of which ne was 
capable. Hetaiked about Mr. Cline, and said 
something about Pate, but he has not 
mentioned McChesney’s name since be has 
been attacked by the mania. As he ta ks his 
whole demeanor irresisiibly impresees one 
with the belief that he is not simulating. 


Wakefield is a smart man, but he 
is not such 4 consummate actor 
as this would make him.

Bradbury isa man with thirty years expe- 
rience of penitentiary life where this sort of 
thing has been practiced frequently, and if 
Wakefield is not crazy be confesses that he 
istotaily duped. There would be no motive 
really for simulation;.his sentence has but a 
few months to run, his position in the 
p: ison couid not be a better one than it i-,and 
simulated insanity if detected would subject 
him to the loss of his place as well as to pun 
ishment. In fine, l[donot believe that W ike- 
field would consent to have the belief that he 
was insane get abroad for anv of the advan- 
tages that might accrue from it. 

I saw the prison pbysician, Dr. Winston, 
and asked him what he thought of the case. 
**the man is insane,” he said confidently. 
‘*There can be no doubt aboutit atail. Ivis 
not a sudden attack. although the mania be- 
came Violent on Saturday last. There have 
been signs of mental alienation 
fora month past, which I can understand 
now in the light of his recent attack. Insan- 
ity is nut an uncommon disease in the Peni- 
tentiary. especialiy with men of “ akefield’s 
class, who fee! the degradation of their posi- 
tion very keenly. He has been brooding 
upon his misfortunes constantly, and the 
result bas been this nervous prosiration.’? 

“DPD. you think it i:curable?’? 

‘‘TIdo not. Ithink that the attack is a 
transitory one, but I am not prepared to dis- 
cuss that part of the case just yet. I can 
tell you better in a day or two ”’ 

“Do you believe it is pos-iblefor Wake- 
field to simulate insinity im a way that woual 
deceive vou?’? 

“No, I don’t think it cou'd be done. I am 
sure that it has pot been done in this 
case, for his mania has phases which it is 
im porsib'e to simulate.” 

I saw other doctors also,who concurred en- 
tirely with Dr Winston, and who were wilil- 
ing to stake their professional reputation on 
his present mental alienation.

The Coming Great Fight at New Or- 
leans. 
cipensnnsenligpiiadiiideds 
More Interest Manifested Than Since 
the Mace-Coburn Affair. 


Before the Post-DisPaTCH of February 7 
issues from the press it is one thousand 
chances to one that full particulars of the 
meeting of the pugilistic giants, Sullivan and 
Ryan will be in readiness forthe public and 
either one of the gladiators hailed as 
the blue ribbon exponent of the 
prize ring. Indeed, public interest has 
revived in these matters most wonderfully 
since the making of the presert match and 
the redeeming feature of fist fights—battling 
in earnest—will mark the present battle. A 
well-known sport remarked a few days ago, 
‘Tt is all blanked nonsense totalk about the 
public disgust at these matters. In the days 
ofthe Hyer-Sullivan, Morrisey -Heenan,Price- 
Kelly affairs, there was not one out ofa 
thousand who was not interested, and the 
Heenan fights with Sayers and King partook 
ofasort of national importance,and sym- 


athies on either side were ranged accord- 
pgly. The truth was that in thoseWays men 
fought for all they were worth, and the rea- 
son the public have lost interest of late is on 
account of 

CROOKED FIGHTING 
and put up jobs to rob people.” 

This subject may be open to controversy, 
but it is, a8 was remarked before, 
that the chances are that the 
battle on Tuesday next will be one 
of the most desperate on record. The 
men are bitter rivals; the state laws of 
Lovisiana are lenient in this regard; the po- 
lice will be of more service affording protec- 
tion to the spectators than in breakiug up the 
affair, andthe men are in superb physical 
condition. Accordingly, as was remarked 
before, the chances are a thousand to one 
that the battle will taxe place.
